Oily cloths and mops used for 
dusting and polishing should be 
kept in metal containers. The 
oil on these cloths can start 
i burning through spontaneous ig­ 
nition.

Our Extension adviser lesson 
is “ Lighting Your Home Effec­ 
tively.” Karen Brewer, our as­ 
sistant extension adviser and I 
have been stressing the impor­ 
tance of a well-lit home study 
area. 
Look for the following charac­ 
teristics for study lighting. Light 
from the 
study lamp should 
spread evenly over the entire 
working surface with no shad­ 
ows from hand or body on the 
work. There should be no direct 
view of bulb or under-shade 
brightness and no glare spot of 
light bulb through shade. 
There also should be general 


lighting in the room The desk 
surface should be light-coloied 
and non-glossy. The wall faced 
by the student should be light* 
colored. 
Next week I ’ll discuss differ­ 
ent types of study lamps.
